Sev- 
eral bands of music accompanied the proces- 
sion, wh!6h marched to the building occupied 
by the local government board.

Ibey wanted Immediate employment on the 
construction of municipal works, which thav 
said were needed for the public good. The 
officials thnn repulsed the committee »nd the 
crowd became a howling mob.

inforcements and ejected the intrndfers.

mob then attempted to storm tlie admiralty
